Fo r mo re than thirty y ears 
it was the huh, the civ ic center o f the 
v illage, ho using as it did, the lire de­ 
partment, 
m ay o r’s 
o ffice, 
co uncil 
chamber, and city lo ckup. The (ire de­ 
partm ent was co mpo sed o f two en­ 
gines- the To rrent and the Niagara— 
and a ho o k and ladder wago n, which 
were 
hand-drawn and o perated by 
v o lunteer co mpanies and amo ng who m 
was a great riv ajry as to which ma­ 
chine wo uld he first at the scene o f 
actio n, and which wo uld first thro w a 
stream o f water when an alarm o f 
fire was so unded. A rather rem ark­ 
able lire o ccurred during tlie mo nth 
o f May , abo ut 1847, when the ro o t 
was burned o n a dwelling o n So uth 
Scio to Street. 
The ho use was sur­ 
ro unded by po ach trees, which were 
in full blo o m; at the same time a 
heav y fall o f sno w was descending. 
¡The blazing ro o f, the pink blo sso ms, 
and the feathery sno w flakes, pro duc­ 
ed a wierd scene. No te, the weather 
bureau was giv en quite as erratic in 
early day - as it is no w. 
The w riter’s earliest reco llectio n o f 
an o fficial o f the law, was the v illage 
marshal — Barn y co rd 
bv name.

y o uthful disturbers o f the peace. Of 
co urse, the ho y s feared and hated

It he o ld v acated o utfit. The result o f

• iMg, since greatly mo dernized and ini- 
jpro v ed. When the o ld calabo o se was 
dismantled, Dr. Clarke po ssessed him
